The supreme court Wednesday de- 
clined to grant a writ of mandamus 
ordering Judge John D. Humphries, 
of Fulton superior court. to sign a 
bill of exceptions to carry the extraor- 
dinary motion for a new trial to the 
suprev.e court. Judge Humphries 
early Wednesday declined to sign the 
bill and Attorney Reuben Garland pe- 
titioned the higher court for the writ 
of mandamus. 

In declining to certify the bill of 
exceptions, Judge Humphries ruled 
that he could see no legal merit in 
the extraordinary motion fof a new 
trial, which set out that Gore was 
= and had been of unsound mind 

nee before the crime. 

“Deeming it my duty, 1 decline to 
certify the bill of exceptions for the 
reason that I do not believe it con- 
tains any legal merit,” the judge 
said. “For the same reason, | declined 
to entertain the alleged extraurdinary 
motion for a new trial after the same 
had been presented and read and aft-, 
er considering the objections of the | 
solicitor general and affidavits at- | 


cite the previous proceedings in the 
case.”

Gore was snatched from 
the death chair on a ruling of the 
supreme court which tssued a rcule 
nisi ordering Judge Humphries to 
show cause as to why he should not 
have certified a bill of exceptions in 
an appeal oie at that time. This 
order automatically stayed the execu- 
tion, which was originally scheduled 
for September 14. 

Gore was carried to the state prison 
farm a second time Tuesday morning.

Fall-Doheney oil conspiracy trial re- 
ecssed over Thanksgiving tonight with 
the defense franfically protesting the 
effort of the government prosecutors 
to lay before the jury the so-called 
“confession” which E. L. Doheney 
made to the senate Teapot Dome com- 
mittee about the $100,000 he advanced 
to Albert B. Fall, former secretary 
of the interior. 

Just previously E. B. McLean, mil- 
lionaire publisher of tlie Washington 
Post, revealed to the jury tbat Fall 
had asked him to tell the senate com- 
mittee a false story to hide the facts 
that Doheney had actually advanced | 
$100,000, which is regarded as a bribe 
by the government prosecutors. 

Letters Introduced. 
All day the government had been 


building up its case against the noted 
pair of defendants. Producing let- 
ters, documents and eye-witnesses, the 
government coustructed a narrative to 
the effect that: 

Fall first broached to the navy de- 
partment the proposal to trade navyt 
oi for storage tanks in Honolulu. 


Fall had represented to Doheny that 
he had charge of all ot leasing mat- 


Fali was misleading rival vil com- 
panies as to the-government’s inten- 
tions to lease of] tracts after it had 
already given leases to Doheny. 


Proposal Preceded Loan. 


Fall disenased the Hawaiian navy 
fuel base project with navy officials 
and obtained a tentative proposal | 
from Doheny before the $100,000 ad- 
vanee whereas Doheny’s counsel had 
insisted previously that this project 
Was. not brought up until some time 

The defense placed great reliance on 
an letter from beaks to Fall instruct- 
ing him to go ahead with ‘he Hi- 
waiian contracts, but the prosecutors 
showed by the letters that this fol- 
lowed months after all had raised 
the subject, and that Denby’s letter 
actually was dated the day before 
et ae advanced the $100,000 to 

all.

Flanigan, took several bichloride of 
mercury tablets late Wednesday after- 
noon at his home and died several 
hours later after he wos removed to 
Grady hospital. 

For several hours after he took the 


tablets did not make it known to mem- 
bers of his family but when he became 
suddenly ill and began to suffer in- 
tense pain, he told his wife that he 
had taken a dozen of the poison 
tablets in an attempt to end his life. 
A private ambulance of Harry, G. 
Poole rushed him to Grady hospital, 
where he died within an hour. 

The body was removed to the un- 
dertaking parlors of Barclay and 
Brandon, pending funeral arrange- 
ments which have not been completed. 

He is survived by his wife and a 
small girl. 

Flanigan is well known in insur- 
ance circles, was a member of the At- 
lanta lodge No. 59 F. & A. M., and 
the Yaarab ‘temple of the shrine. 

Suffering from an intense headache, 
Mrs. Crudup, early Wednesday night 
fired a bullet into her neck, in order 
to end the pain in death, she told doc- 
tors at Grady howpital.

Classes of Prisoners. 


As an indication of social conditions 
and problems, the annual report of 
the warden is an illuminating docu- 
ment. From the light-hearted point of 
view it is amazing to observe the -con- 
tributions of the various trades and oc- 
cupations to the list of prisoners. It 
at once becomes apparent that em- 
balmers, with only ome representative, 
are a God-fearing., law-abiding set 
men, or alternatively that it is a pro- 
fession offering few temptations; the 
same holds good for coopers, fisher- 
menu, furriers, palmists, tile setters 
and, most surprising of all, among a 
host of others, hor: . dealers, since the 
unsettling effect of the horse upon 
mankind’s moral attitude has long 
been accepted. At the other end of 
the list, however, 171 chauffeurs show 
that the horse has, indeed, given way 
to the internal combustion vehicle, 
while the traditional idea of the solid, 
law-abiding farmer is upset by the 
presence of 279 of them—a figure only 
excelled by the 621 laborer prisoners. 

Social Scourge. 

A really depressing and_ serious 
state of affairs is shown by the 964 
violators of the drug act. When close 
upon one-third of the total number of 
prisoners, even if the abnormality of 
all criminals be claimed, are involved 
in such a social scourge as illicit drug 
traffic. the magnitude of the problem 
becomes apparent. Compared 
these figures, the 224 violators of the 
Volstead act become negligible. Pro- 
hibition is none of an alien's busi- 
ness; but it can hardly be ill-taken if 
the outsider records facts rather than 
opinions.

Like Banquo’s ghost which would not 
duwn, two absolutely erroneous and 
unfounded notions about the auction 
keep popping up in the form of ques.

} Crop conditions for the southern states 


for the week ended yesterday, as sum- 
marized by the department of agricul- 
ture, say that in parts of the middle 
Atlantic area, particularly in Mary- 
land and some central Appalachian 
mountain districts, heavy rains the 
first part of the week did consider- 
able damage by washing hillsides and 
flooding bottom lands, but to * the 
southward conditions are much more 
favorable, as the rains of last week 
improved the soil for work and favor- 


In the ‘northwestern portion of the 
cotton belt picking and ginning made 
slow progress because of the unfavor- 
ably cool and cloudy weather, with 
considerable rain or snow. - Picking 
was hampered especially in Arkansas 
and eastern Oklahoma,, and consider- 
able open cotton was blown out by 
high. winds in the latter state. In 
Texas, conditions were more favor- 
able for field work, and the harvest 
of cotton made fair to good progress. 
East of the Mississippi river the crop 
has been practically gathered in most 
districts. 

Condition by States. 

Georgia—Early sown wheat, oats and rye 
up to good stands and growing well. Very 
little cotton left in fields and picking pro- 
gressing slowly. 

Maryland—Corn and fodder considerably 
damaged by wet weather. Good progress 
in stripping tobacco. Wheat and other 
grains did fairly well. 

Virginia—Fair progress in husking and 
housing corn and other work incident to 
season. 

North Carolina—FEarly truck doing well. 
Fairly good progress in picking cotton and 
housing corn.

Nothing. 

The authorship of the saying, “You 
can’t get something for nothing,” iray 
be shrouded in mystery but its trutez 
is undeniable although there are 
countless new ways in which peuple 
continually try to disprove it. Here 
is one incident of such an attempt: 

A man bought a certain new tex:.le 
company stock at $30 a share in 1924. 
He reasoned it out thig way: ‘The 
stock was paying 10 per cent in 
dividends. He could borrow from his 
broker at 6 per cent. If he bought 
the stock on a 50 ae eent margin; 
that is, pay down half of the purchase 
price he would net 14 per cent on his 
money. Also, the stock might pos- 
sibly advance, He never thought that 
no one’s money is worth 14 per cent. 
If it were the broker would not ‘have 
lent at 6 per cent. . 

The company was paying $3 a share 
in dividends and selling at $30. It 
had sold as high as 621-2 in the 
previous year and our amateur in- 
vestor expected it to repeat, but earn- 
ings slipped to about $2.50 a share 
in 1924. Asa result the dividend was 
passed soon after the man bought the 
stock, He was then in the position 
of paying 6 per cent gn money which 
was not paying him anything in re- 
turn, instead of the 14 per cent which 
he expected. 

Things grew worse. The company 
lost money. The market price of the 
stock declined from®@$30 to less than 
$1. The company was ne It Lid 
b.en incorporated only since 1919. It 
had been paying dividends only since 
1922, It was carrying on an ex- 
travagant program of.expansion. ?’er- 
haps the man did not know these fac- 
tors. He could have learned them by 
inquiring from any reliable investment 
banker. Or, just plain common sense 
should have told him that the broker 
would not lend him money at 6 per 
cent if it could be employed safely 
at 14 per cent. 

There is plenty of money available 
for safe, legitimate enterprises at low 
rates. No company or no individual 
needs to offer 10 or 100 per cent, ex- 
cept in payment for dangerous risk.

Liquor Peddlers 
Denied Reliet by 


Supreme Court 


BY SAM W. SMALL, 
Special Staff Correspondent. 
Washington, November 24 —It has 
only taken two days this week to 
make plain to violators of the probibi- 
tion laws that the supreme court of 


the United States is a mighty poar 
relief station for them. Several de- 
cisions have been handed down reveal- 
ing that the court will resolve cvery 


_doubt in favor of the laws and that 


a defendant must have an eighteen- 
unconstitutionality to 
save his white alley in that tribunal. 

The court has just decided that the 
twenty-sixth section of the Volstead 
act, cealing with the forfeiture-of ve- 
hicles caught transporting liquor, does 
not repeal, even by implication, former 
internal revenue acts not absolutely in- 
compatible with it, and that where 


the governmegt has two remedies it can 


choose which one to pursue. 

The Volstead section provides how 
the innocent owner of a vehicle, @ an 
automobile, may recover it after it 
has been seized from an operator who 
ig not its full owner; but section 3450 
of the revised statutes, dealing with 
violations of the internal revenue laws 
makes the forfeiture in any case man- 
datory. Now the highest court says 
that in such case an innocent owner 
or lienholde: is helpless and must 
lose the car. Section 26 of the Vol- 
stead act is applicable only if the 
person using the car is discovered in 


the act of transporting liquor in viola- 
thon of law, 


The court also decides that the revy- 
enue tax on liquor remains enforce- 
able notwithstanding the prohibition 
against its manufacture. ‘The moon- 
shiner and synthetic mixer is liable 
for the tax and any failure te pay it 
may be as fully prosecuted by the gov- 
ernment as before the eighteenth 
amendment or the national prohibition 
law. The main purpose in retaining 
the tax of $2.20 per gallon on liquor 
illegally produced is to make law- 
breaking less profitable. 


The question whether section 3450 
can be extended to a vehicle stolen 
from the owner or otherwise taken 
from him without his privity or con- 
sent, and used for concealment of tax- 
unpaid liquor was not squarely pde- 
fore the court and was not decided. 

The national. prohibition: authori- 
ties have fixed their poliey to den) 
only with the offenders who are mak- 
ing and transporting or importing 
liguor, and any interstate traffic. 
Local bootleggers, blind pigs and club 
joints are to be left entirely to local 
authorities. If the latter want them 
tu run they may do so Uncle Sam's 
men have enough to do in the cases 
above mentioned and will not under- 
take the impossible job of chasing 
down all the perambulating liquer 
peddlers in every community of the 
nation,

Paris, November 24-—(#)—Three 
authentic counts were leading in the 
field of possible successors to Henry 
Berenger as French ambassador to the 
United States. 

The decision of M. Berenger yester- 
day not to accept reappointment to the 


post, but to devote his energy toward | 


the ratification of the American debt 
settlement made in his name, has re- 
sulted in mugh speculation in politi- 
cal circles to his successor, with 
the three members of the nobility well 
in the lead. 

Count Robert de Bill, minister to 
Rumania, and a cousin of Edouard de 
Bill, member of the French mission to 
the United States during hte war, has 
precedence as far as the diplomatic 
service is concerned, and will be named 
if the natural order of promotion is 
observed. 

Count Charles de Chambrun, minis- 
ter to Greece and a descendant of La- 
fayette, is second on the list. He was 
born in Washington. The third is 
Count Francois de Jean, former coun- 
cillor at the French embassy in Wash- 
ington and now director of American 
affairs in the foreign ministry. 

It is generally believed Count de 
Bill will be named if he wants the post 
and that Count de Chambrun is next 
in line if de Bill prefers to wait for 
promotion. Count de Chambrun is 
especially favored in some quarters 
because of his American connections 
and his knowledge of American condi- 
tions.

Marconi To Ask 
For Annulment 


Of His Wedding

Rome, November 24.—A pre-nuptial 
agreement between Senator William 
Marconi, inventor of the wireless, and 
his wife, may cause the Catholic 
church to free another widely-known 
couple from their marriage bonds. 

Close on announcement of annul- 
ment of the marriage of the Duke of 
Marlborough to the former Consuelo 
Vanderbilt comes the statement from 
Marconi that he will ask the holy rota 
at Rome to maky final an amnulment 
action provisionally granted by the 
Catholic curia at Westminster. The 
inventor has been divorced from his 
wife, the former Honorable Beatrice 
O’Brien, of Ireland, since 1923. She 
is now married to Marquis Monte- 
corona. 

Senator and Mrs. Marconi at the 
time of their marriage made a pledge 
that cither might dissolve it whenever 
they saw fit. As the Catholie church 
sees all marriages as permanent this 
agreement makes the marriage binding 
as far as the doctrines of its courts 
are concerned. 


Took Case to Pope. 


Marconi is understood to have taken 
his case direct to the pope and while 
the vatican and the senator are silent 
about the conversation, it is under- 
stood that the pontiff listened atten- 
tively for 30 minutes while the senator 
laid the whole case before him. Full 
information as to the Marconi case is 
believed to have been presented to the 
pope prior to the interview, however, 

Vhile not a professing Catholic him- 
self the senator is said to contemplate 
marriage with Miss Elizabeth Paynter, 
19, daughter of Lieutenant Colonel 
Canborne Paynter, of Boskenna, Corn- 
Miss Paynter’s mother is said 
to desire that the marriage be solem- 
nized with full Catholie rites, and that

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MRS. BELMONT FORCED 
WEDDING OF DAUGHTER. 

Rome, November 24.—(#)—Annul- 
ment of the marriage in 1895 of Con- 
suelo Vanderbilt and the Duke of 
Marlborough was based on evidence 
that the young society girl, then but 
17, was torn from an American sweet- 
heart and foreed into the Marlborough 
marriage by her mother, now Mrs. 0. 
H. P. Belmont. 

The sentence of the Roman Catholic 
holy tribunal of rota, as made public 
today, states that Consuelo’s mother 
herself admitted before the examining 
body that she had commanded her 
daughter to marry the duke. 

The name of Consuelo’s youthful 
sweetheart was given simply as “Ruth- 
erford.” 

On one oceasion, the sentence says, 
the then Mrs, Vandelbilt threatened 
that if Consuelo eloped with Ruther- 
ford, she would kill him on the first 
occasion and would be imprisoned and 
hanged for tle crime, her daughter 
being thus responsible for the tragedy, 

At another time, Consuelo’s mother 
declared that she would die if her 
daughter did not marry Marlborough. 

The decision of rota also reveals 
that Consuelo’s mother, fearing at the 
last moment that her daughter might 
refuse outright to marry the duke 
placed a person at her door to pre- 
vent anyone from “ele ot 1 or 
speaking to her. The Duke of Marl- 
borough himself told the examining 
body that scarcely days after the 
marriage Consuelo had told him that 
she mnetiee ha only because she had 
beén — led to. 

nnulment Justified. 

All these cfreumstances, the sen- 
tence read, indicated that Consune's 
did not have the necessary liberty to 
contract a valid marriage and that 
consequently an annulment was justi- 
fied. 

The first sentence concluding in 
favor of anulment of the marri@ge was 
given by the diocesan court of South- 
wark, on February 9, 1926. The de- 
fender of the bond, as prescribed by 
canon law, appealed to rota, which 
veevatend 3 e entire case, ascer- 
taining the collwina “facts” : 

Consuelo Vanderbilt, aged 17, was 
secretly engaged to Rutherford. Her 
mother, on learning it, strongly op- 

osed it, wishing to find for her 
va ughter a husband with a splendid 
name. Having met the Duke of Marl- 
borough in London, she thought that 
he was just what she was looking for 
and for this reason invited him to 
her summer home in Newport. The 
duke went there in September, 1595, 
and remained a fortnight. 

On the eve of Marlborough’s de- 

rture for a tour of the United States 
ce asked for Consuelo’s hand. Consu- 
elo, the evidenee said, burst into tears 
and tried to convince her mother to 
“consent to have her refuse.” All her 
efforts met with a denial by the. mother’ 
who on the day after the duke’s ‘de- 
ai announced the engagement *f 

er daughter to him in the newspa- 
pers, 
__ Marriage earned 
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“The marriage was unhappy,” the sen- 
tence adds, “and soon the wife con- 
fessed to hér husband that she had 
married him only because she was 
forced to by her mother.” 

Two children were born, but 10 
years after the marriage, the couple 
separated. Their divorce occurred in 
1920, both afterwards remarrying. 

“Proof of the nullity of the mar- 
riage was given by uniform deposi- 
tions of all of those interested or par- 
ticipating in the cire ‘umstances which 
led to the marriage,” rota’s sentence 
said. Consuelo declared that “her 
mother, toré her away from her sweet- 
heart, Mmtercepted’ their letters, caused 
continuous scenes, stated that she 


would die if Consuelo did not marry ‘ 


Marlborough, and affirming that she 
had no right of choosing her husband 
but had the duty to accept the hus- 
band chosen by her mother.”

FOLLOWERS WARNED NOT TO REVEAL “KEYS”

Lansing, Mich. November 24.—(/) 


“Book of Rules,” purporting to be 
the regulations and teachings laid 
down by “King” Benjamin Purnell 
for the faithful of his House of 
David flock, is in the possession of 
the attorney general, it was learned 
today. 

It was said to be the only docu- 
ment of its kind available. In its 
preamble the Israelities were cau- 
tioned to keep it well concealed, and 
not to carry it around in the pockets 
of clothing “which might easily be 
picked.” 

The “King,” according to the book, 
prescribed seven hours of sleep for his 
followers. He cautioned them to be 
modest and unassuming before the 
Gentiles because “the world is watch- 
ing Israel.” Relating to the girl in- 
mates of the colony the book has this 
to say 

“Girls, I further warn you against 
pleasure-seeking aud selecting certain 
compan and becoming thick. The 
hatching is~not good,” 

The female colonists are warned 
not to wander unnecessarily about the 
colony’s amusement park. The mem- 
bers who sell peanuts or “bark” for 
concessions ate instructed to do so in 
a “mild and gentl<” voice, and not too 
often. Also they are advised to stick 
‘to their own wares, that is, if they 
are selling peanuts, not to shout for 
some other attraction. 


sine of the rules follow: 

“If Benjamin puts anyone to a job 
of work, that must not be changed 

hout Benjamin’s sanction. 


“All persons engaged in_ selling 
must not give out anything without 
the money. 

“Tips must be handed in in a sepa- 
rate wrapping. Your brothers and 
sisters may be working harder with- 
out the opportunity for tips. 

“Do not be seen leaning about apon 
each other. It is a bad mark. And 
no walking about slowly. with arms 
around each other, as it is a bad 
mark before Gentles. The world is 
watching Israel. 

“If you go to bed at 10 o'clock and 
rise at 5 that gives seven hours’ 
sleep, which is necessary for your own 
good,” 

Card playing is prohibtied. 

Another document in the mass ob- 
tained by the state is labeled *“‘Book 
No. 212,” dated 1921. It adjures the 
colonists to abide by the “keys” when 
questioned. 

The mysterious keys provide “that 
He calleth those things that be not 
as though they were,” the book re- 
lates. 

“If asked do you believe in having 
children, answer ‘Yes,’ but do not give 
your key away. Do nothing but an- 
swer. Treat them with great respect. 
Do not get smart.”
